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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Van Dijk (USPN 5,177,144) discloses a process for converting natural gas to a 
normally liquid carbon containing compound, such as methanol and/or dimethyl ether 
the method of the Van Dijk eliminates the need for steam reforming and/or adiabatic 
reforming with essentially pure oxygen with natural gas to form a synthesis gas. The 
synthesis gas may be produced at operating pressure suitable for conversion thereof to 
methanol/and or dimethyl ether without the need for synthesis gas recompression. 
However, the prior art of record neither teaches nor suggests supplying oxygen to the 
reactor through an air separation unit at an oxygen pressure greater than the operating 
pressure of the reactor.
